Pailing of thé task set for him in an 
exhibition race against the world’s trotting 
record yesterday at the Bmpire City track, 
near Yonketa,; Major Delmar, champion 
trotting gelding, within @ few minutes 
after he achieved another distinction in 
having changed owners for the largest 
price (340,000) ever paid for a trotting 
gelding, eclipsed all previous trotting marks 
by covering three-quarters of a mile in 
1:20%, and then jogged home at the Em- 
pire City track under cifcumstances that 
left horsemen convinced that but for an 
unforeseen defect in his equipment the 
famous hotee would have equaled and in 
all probability would have beaten the time 
that he went against, Lou Dillon's wonder- 
ful.two minutes fiat.

for the fact that Major Delmar seemed to 
hold victory safe. 

Major Delmar’s effort for a world’s record 
was the feature event of the harness racing
